officers of his Division, in order to inspect. . .and investigate... is he mrv 
deem necessary to carry out his duties pursuant to this Act." OGC 

2. The Act also provides (Sec. 2(i)) that an amount not lei r, tn m 
2|- per cent of the annual operating budget of each agency shall bet devo tee 
to safety education and preventive procedures. 

3. The special responsibility and authority of tee Director of 
Central Intelligence to protect intelligence sources and methods vend 
seem to be an adequate bulwark against any unwarranted intrusions ,i 
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
